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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

These  advanced  courses  of  instruction  for  practitioners  of  dentistry  have  been 
founded  for  the  purpose  of  providing  thorough  and  systematic  training  in  approved 
modern  methods  of  procedure  and  technique  in  dental  practice. 

The  courses  have  been  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  general  practitioners,  and 
will  include  practically  all  branches  of  dentistry.  It  is  also  the  intention  to  main- 
tain and  conduct,  in  connection,  laboratories  for  research  in  dental  and  allied 
sciences. 

The  special  lecturers  will  cooperate  with  the  resident  teaching  staff  in  an 
advisory  capacity,  contribute  the  results  of  special  investigation  and  research 
and  aid  in  the  standardizing  of  methods  of  procedure;  in  addition,  a  number  of 
the  special  lecturers  will  deliver  lectures  and  give  clinical  demonstrations  during 
each  course,  thus  further  enlarging  the  scope  of  instruction. 

Both  part-time  and  full-time  courses  of  instruction  are  provided.  In  the  part- 
time  courses  the  hours  are  arranged  to  suit  the  convenience  of  those  who  are 
located  in  New  York  City,  or  near  by,  and  the  courses  are  extended  sufficiently 
to  enable  those  who  attend  to  receive  instruction  without  suspending  practice 
for  a  period  of  time.  The  full-time  courses  are  more  intensive  and  cover  the  same 
ground  in  a  shorter  period  of  time,  and  are  intended  primarily  for  practitioners 
residing  at  a  distance  whose  stay  in  New  York  must  of  necessity  be  limited  and 
for  those  located  in  New  York  who  may  prefer  such  a  course. 

A  majority  of  the  courses  will  include  practical  work  in  the  infirmary  and  labo- 
ratories under  the  supervision  of  instructors,  in  addition  to  lectures  and  clinical 
demonstrations,  and  practitioners  who  may  desire  to  provide  their  own  patients 
will  be  permitted  to  do  so  with  the  consent  of  the  instructors. 

There  are  also  offered  courses  consisting  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  only, 
which  require  no  practical  work  in  the  infirmary  and  laboratories. 

All  the  courses,  unless  otherwise  stated,  will  be  given  at  35  West  39th  Street, 
New  York  City. 

Admission 

Admission  to  the  various  courses  of  instruction  is  limited  to  reputable  prac- 
titioners of  dentistry  who  have  been  graduated  from  a  registered  school. 

All  applicants  for  admission  must  be  duly  licensed  to  practice  in  their  respective 
states  or  countries  and  will  be  required  to  furnish  proof  thereof. 

Registration 

Applicants  for  admission  to  any  of  the  courses  will  be  furnished  with  special 
blanks  on  which  they  will  give  such  information  as  to  qualifications,  etc.,  as  may 
be  required.  These  forms,  with  such  portions  of  the  tuition  fee  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  schedule  are  to  be  forwarded  to  Louis  J.  Weinstein,  Resident 
Director  of  Advanced  Courses  in  Dentistry  at  35  West  39th  Street. 
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All  applications  for  admission  must  receive  the  approval  of  the  officers  of  in- 
struction. After  such  approval,  applicants  will  be  assigned  a  place  in  a  class,  or 
classes,  and  notified  to  that  effect.  Practitioners  residing  in  New  York  City  or 
vicinity  will  be  required  to  appear  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Resident  Director 
for  final  registration,  payment  of  fees,  etc.  Those  residing  at  a  distance  may 
complete  the  final  details  of  registration  upon  their  arrival. 

Fees 

All  fees  for  tuition  are  payable  in  advance,  and  checks  or  money  orders  should 
be  made  payable  to  Columbia  University. 

The  acceptance  of  a  part  or  the  entire  tuition  fee  does  not  obligate  Columbia 
University  to  admit  the  applicant.  Any  such  sums  paid  are  returnable  in  the 
event  the  number  of  applications  exceeds  the  capacity  of  any  class,  or  if  the 
applicant  is  rejected  for  other  reasons. 

Columbia  University  reserves  the  right  to  return  the  pro  rata  part  of  the  fee 
paid  for  tuition  in  any  course  to  any  student  who  may  at  any  time  be  deemed  not 
fitted  to  continue. 

After  two  weeks  from  the  time  of  admission  to  any  course,  no  return  of  fees, 
either  in  part  or  in  full,  will  be  made  to  persons  who  may  decide  for  any  reason 
to  withdraw.  Exception  to  this  rule  may  be  made  in  the  case  of  those  who,  be- 
cause of  serious  personal  illness,  certified  to  by  a  physician  of  reputable  standing, 
are  obliged  to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  course,  or  courses.  In  considering  such 
applications,  the  student  will  be  regarded  as  having  withdrawn  upon  the  date  on 
which  the  Registrar  receives  from  him  notice  of  his  withdrawal,  and  any  refund 
will  be  reckoned  from  that  date. 

Infirmary  Patients 

The  infirmary  will,  as  far  as  possible,  accept  only  patients  unable  to  pay  for 
the  services  of  a  dental  practitioner. 

Patients  will  be  accepted  from  the  Oral  Surgery  Clinic  and  other  clinics,  hos- 
pitals and  charitable  institutions.  Practitioners  in  general  are  also  urged  to  refer 
deserving  cases,  and  those  who  take  courses  will  be  permitted  to  utilize  their  own 
patients  whenever  the  cases  presented  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  instructors 
in  the  respective  departments. 

There  will  be  no  charge  for  services  to  patients  treated  in  the  infirmary  except 
a  nominal  fee  to  cover  the  cost  of  materials,  or  when  prosthetic  restorations  are 
to  be  made. 

Instruments  and  Books 

Practitioners  who  take  courses  Bf,  Bp,  R,  C,  Re,  or  P,  will  furnish  such  instru- 
ments as  may  be  required  for  their  use  in  the  operative  and  prosthetic  depart- 
ments. In  addition,  they  will  be  required  to  possess  such  books  as  may  be  recom- 
mended. 

A  list  of  these  requirements  will  be  furnished  on  application. 

Deposit  for  Apparatus 

Students  who  take  courses  including  work  in  the  infirmary  and  laboratories 
will  be  required  to  deposit  $10.00  to  $20.00  to  cover  damage  to  any  apparatus  or 
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instruments  that  may  be  loaned  to  them  by  the  School,  and  to  cover  the  loss  of 
infirmary  and  laboratory  locker  keys,  etc.  Deposits  are  payable  at  the  time  of 
admission  and  returnable  upon  the  completion  of  each  course. 

Certificates 

At  the  close  of  each  course  that  includes  work  in  the  infirmary  and  laboratories, 
students  will  receive  from  the  Registrar  a  report  of  standing,  and  those  who  have 
completed  courses  (minimum  30  points)  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  officers  of 
instruction  will  receive  a  certificate  to  that  effect. 


PROGRAM  OF  INSTRUCTION 
Operative  Dentistry — Crown  and  Bridgework 

The  instruction  in  this  course  will  include  a  thorough  grounding  in  the  all- 
important  work  of  treating  and  filling  teeth  and  roots  to  be  used  as  abutments — 
unquestionably  a  paramount  factor  in  the  success  or  failure  of  any  type  of  bridge- 
work,  and  in  methods  of  producing  artificial  substitutes  approaching  the  normal 
anatomic,  physiologic,  and  aesthetic  requirements  in  addition  to  the  purely  utili- 
tarian requirements. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  course  the  class  will  receive  instruction  in  the  follow- 
ing subjects:  Roentgenology,  treatment  and  filling  of  root  canals,1  preparation  of 
cavities  for  plastic  fillings  (cement  and  amalgam),  gold  inlays  and  partial  or  full 
restoration  of  teeth  (depending  upon  whether  they  are  to  be  used  as  abutments 
for  bridgework  or  restored  as  individual  teeth). 

This  instruction  will  be  given  by  lectures  and  demonstrations,  and  the  students 
will  perform  the  work  first  in  the  laboratory  on  extracted  teeth  and  technic  models, 
and  later  in  the  mouths  of  patients,  the  latter  work  being  the  necessary  prepara- 
tory work  for  cases  of  crown  and  bridgework  to  be  completed  later.  During  this 
period  the  balance  of  available  time  will  be  utilized  by  the  student  in  the  labora- 
tory for  the  construction  of  both  fixed  and  removable  crown  and  bridgework  on 
technic  models,  thus  preparing  him  for  practical  work  later.  From  the  end  of 
this  period  until  the  expiration  of  the  term,  the  student  will  construct  crown  and 
bridgework  for  patients  under  the  constant  supervision  of  the  instructors. 

The  instruction  in  crown  and  bridgework  will  be,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  re- 
movable type  of  work  rather  than  the  fixed.  The  procedure  will  be  first  to  teach 
the  proper  preparation  of  abutments,  and  other  essential  steps  in  operative  pro- 
cedure which  apply  to  all  forms  of  bridgework,  and  then  the  construction  of  a 
technic  case  of  fixed  bridgework,  because  the  resultant  mechanical  training  is 
necessary  as  a  preliminary  to  the  more  difficult  procedures  in  removable  bridge- 
work,  and  because  of  the  fact  that  this  training  will  prove  of  benefit  to  those 
practitioners  who  may  of  necessity  continue  to  make  and  insert  this  type  of  work. 

The  next  procedure  will  be  the  construction  of  both  technic  and  practical  cases 
of  removable  bridgework,  following  as  a  basis  the  Peeso  system,  the  efficiency  of 
which  has  had  a  long  test  in  dental  practice.     It  is  felt  that  a  practitioner  who

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receives  thorough  training  in  this  work  becomes  competent  to  undertake  the 
construction  of  various  other  forms  of  bridgework,  and  because  of  the  precision 
and  dexterity  developed  by  this  training,  he  becomes  able  to  perform  better  work 
in  all  branches  of  dentistry. 

It  is  also  aimed  to  teach  the  construction  of  removable  bridgework,  utilizing 
the  basic  principles  of  the  Peeso  system,  but  with  other  forms  of  attachment  in 
conjunction  with  both  metallic  and  vulcanite  bases,  and  to  include  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, the  subject  of  partial  dentures  and  the  application  thereto  of  these  prin- 
ciples, thereby  producing  comparatively  inexpensive  but  efficient  and  service- 
able restorations,  and  thus  to  a  degree  solving  an  important  economic  problem. 

In  adopting  the  Peeso  system  as  the  one  providing  the  best  basis  for  instruction, 
it  is  not  intended  to  imply  criticism  of  other  methods  or  types  of  bridgework,  and 
during  each  term  a  number  of  special  lecturers  will  demonstrate  the  principles  and 
technique  of  other  approved  methods  of  crown  and  bridgework,  and  practitioners 
who  so  desire  will  receive  encouragement  and  cooperation  in  gaining  practical 
experience  with  them. 

The  course  will  include  an  extensive  utilization  of  the  casting  process  in  inlay 
work,  crown  and  bridgework,  and  dentures.  It  will  also  include  instruction  in 
ceramics,  namely,  remodeling  and  staining  of  artificial  teeth  (crowns  and  facings), 
thus  attaining  a  closer  approach  to  ideal  occlusion,  and  a  higher  degree  of  efficiency 
and  aesthetics  than  is  possible  with  artificial  teeth  as  ordinarily  obtainable. 

During  each  course  a  number  of  lectures  will  be  given  on  some  special  phases 
of  orthodontia  as  related  to  certain  procedures  in  general  practice,  principles  of 
occlusion  and  articulation,  prophylaxis,  patho-histology,  bacteriology,  clinical 
pathology,  anaesthesia,  physiological  and  biological  chemistry,  and  other  important 
and  closely  related  subjects.  In  addition,  special  attention  will  be  given  to 
applied  dental  physics  and  metallurgy,  in  which  will  be  included  dynamics  and 
inorganic  chemistry,  because  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  chemical  and  mechani- 
cal behavior  of  the  various  metals  and  other  materials  utilized  in  the  construction 
of  prosthetic  restorations  is  fully  as  important  as  a  thorough  knowledge  of  physio- 
logical and  pathological  conditions,  and  therefore  an  equally  important  factor  in 
the  attainment  of  results  even  approaching  the  ideal. 

This  course  will  be  given  five  times  during  the  term,  both  as  a  five-week  course 
(full-time)  and  as  a  ten-week  course  (part-time). 

The  instruction  provided  in  this  course  is  of  a  character  suited  primarily  to 
dental  practitioners  who  have  been  in  active  practice  for  a  period  of  at  least 
three  to  five  years.  It  is  not  intended  to  discourage  or  refuse  to  admit  recent 
graduates,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  many  of  them  will  be  unable  to  keep  pace 
with  older  and  more  experienced  practitioners  in  the  work  to  be  performed,  it  is 
suggested  that  they  attend  the  ten-weeks  extended  course  rather  than  the  five- 
weeks  intensive  course,  inasmuch  as  the  former  will  enable  them  to  receive 
special  instruction  and  do  additional  work  during  the  periods  between  sessions, 
and  also  to  take  in  conjunction  other  correlated  subjects. 

Plate  Prosthesis 

This  course  will  consist  of  instruction  in  the  most  modern  and  efficient  methods 
of  artificial  denture  construction.  It  will  include  the  study  and  preparation  of  the 
mouth,  modern  methods  of  impression  taking  (both  plaster  and  modeling  com- 
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pound),  preparation  of  models  from  special  materials,  taking  bites  and  measure- 
ments, selection,  setting  up  and  anatomical  occlusion  of  teeth,  and  other  necessary 
procedures  essential  to  the  construction  of  efficient  dentures. 

Practitioners  who  take  this  course  will  be  required  to  construct  a  full  upper  and 
lower  vulcanite  denture  for  a  patient  selected  by  the  instructors,  and  to  perform 
the  entire  work  under  their  supervision.  They  will  also  be  required  to  make 
dentures  for  other  patients  (either  their  own  or  from  the  infirmary),  under  the 
direction  of  the  instructors,  but  performing  the  major  part  of  the  work  outside  of 
regular  class  hours. 

Root  Canal  Technique  and  Roentgenology 

This  subject  has  engrossed  the  attention  of  the  dental  profession  during  recent 
years  and  because  of  its  vital  importance  has  caused  a  great  demand  for  advanced 
instruction.  It  is  planned  therefore  to  provide  a  number  of  courses  in  this  subject 
for  those  who  desire  to  take  up  this  branch  independently  and  not  in  connection 
with  courses  Bf  and  Bp  (operative  dentistry — crown  and  bridgework).  This 
independent  course  will  be  given  six  times  during  the  term,  as  provided  in  the 
schedule. 

This  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  demonstrations,  and  practical  infirmary 
work  in  the  treatment  and  filling  of  root  canals.  It  will  include  the  study  and 
diagnosis  of  normal  and  pathologic  pulp  conditions  and  a  consideration  of  the 
latter  as  foci  of  systemic  infection. 

Ionic  medication  and  its  application  in  root  canal  treatment  and  Roentgen- 
ology will  be  included  as  an  integral  part  of  the  course  and  taught  in  a  practical 
manner.  The  instruction  in  Roentgenology  will  cover  a  study  of  the  fundamental 
principles,  and  the  making  and  interpretation  of  radiographs  in  connection  with 
both  root  canal  and  other  operative  procedures. 

Periodontia 

This  course  will  include  instruction  in  the  practical  treatment  of  periodonto- 
clasia (pyorrhea  alveolaris,  Rigg's  disease,  acute  ulcerous  gingivitis,  etc.),  and 
infections  which  have  their  inception  in  the  sub-gingival  space. 

Lectures  will  be  given  on  the  various  phases  of  preventive  dentistry,  including 
those  methods  in  operative  dentistry  which  induce  pathological  sequelse;  oral 
hygiene,  its  scope  and  advantages;  traumatic  occlusion,  its  influence  and  rela- 
tion to  periclasia;  the  management  of  cases  during  convalescence,  and  the 
various  prophylactic  methods  as  applied  to  treatment. 

Clinical  instruction  will  be  given  in  surgical  instrumentation.  Each  member 
of  the  class  will  be  required  to  treat  cases,  under  the  supervision  of  the  instructors. 
Patients  will  be  selected  from  the  infirmary,  but  may  also  be  taken  from  the 
private  practice  of  the  members  of  the  class,  at  the  discretion  of  the  instructors. 

Dental  Ceramics 

The  instruction  in  this  course  will  include  the  best  and  most  recent  develop- 
ments in  technique  of  manipulation  and  application  of  dental  porcelain,  simplify- 
ing the  work  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  possible  a  much  greater  utilization  of 
this  beautiful  art  in  everyday  practice. 


ADVANCED    COURSES    IN    DENTISTRY  n 

The  course  will  include  more  extensive  and  elaborate  instruction  in  remodeling 
and  staining  of  artificial  teeth  than  is  covered  in  the  courses  in  crown  and  bridge- 
work,  Bp  and  Bf,  carving  and  fusing  of  individual  teeth  for  prosthetic  restora- 
tions (crown  and  bridgework  and  dentures),  the  preparation  of  cavities  and 
teeth,  and  the  making  of  porcelain  inlays  and  jacket  crowns. 

The  instruction  will  include  practical  work  in  the  infirmary  and  laboratories  for 
a  period  of  one  week,  and  the  course  will  be  given  three  times  during  the  year. 

Operative  and  Prosthetic  Dentistry 

This  course  is  provided  primarily  for  the  benefit  of  practitioners  unable  to 
devote  the  time  required  for  attendance  in  the  various  courses  which  include 
practical  work  and  necessitate  prolonged  attendance. 

The  instruction  will  consist  of  clinical  demonstrations  and  lectures  in  the  in- 
firmary and  laboratories  and  will  include,  as  far  as  possible,  the  most  important 
phases  of  the  work  covered  in  the  courses  in  root  canal  work  and  radiography, 
removable  inlay  work,  plate  prosthesis,  and  periodontia. 

The  course  will  be  given  several  times  during  the  term,  both  as  an  intensive 
course  in  one  week,  and  as  an  extended  course  during  periods  of  ten  weeks. 

Department  of  Oral  Surgery 

The  course  of  instruction  in  anaesthesia  will  consist  of  lectures,  demonstrations, 
and  infirmary  work,  and  cover  in  a  practical  manner  the  application  of  conductive 
anaesthesia  in  general  surgical  procedures  and  such  operative  procedures  as 
desensitization  of  dentine,  pulp  removal,  etc.  The  instruction  will  also  cover 
other  forms  of  anaesthesia,  both  local  and  general.  In  addition  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  anaesthetics  students  will  also  have  occasion  to  witness  operations  for 
the  extraction  of  teeth  and  such  oral  surgery  cases  as  may  present. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  exodontia  will  consist  of  lectures,  demonstrations, 
and  practical  infirmary  work  in  extraction  of  teeth  under  various  forms  of  an- 
aesthesia. Students  will  also  have  the  opportunity  to  witness  such  operations  as 
impactions,  root  amputations,  cyst  and  sinus  operations,  and  such  other  oral 
surgery  cases  as  may  present.  Only  practitioners  who  are  competent  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  anaesthetics  will  be  admitted  to  the  course  in  exodontia.  Others 
will  be  required  to  take  a  course  in  anaesthesia  as  a  preliminary,  or  the  combined 
course,  AE,  in  which  both  anaesthesia  and  exodontia,  etc.,  are  included. 

In  all  these  courses  there  will  also  be  included  the  necessary  instruction  in 
anatomy,  pathology,  physical  diagnosis,  Roentgenology,  and  allied  subjects. 

In  addition  to  the  courses  in  anaesthesia  and  exodontia,  this  department  also 
offers  courses  in  oral  surgery  to  those  who  are  qualified  and  in  a  position  to  devote 
the  required  time  for  an  extended  period.  Arrangements  for  such  courses  can  be 
made  upon  consultation  with  the  Resident  Director. 

Note:  The  duration  of  all  courses  except  those  in  the  Department  of  Oral  Surgery  is  fixed,  also 
the  days  and  hours  as  provided  in  the  Schedule  of  Instruction,  pp.  12-14,  and  students  wili  be  ad- 
mitted only  at  the  time  specified  for  the  beginning  of  each  course.  For  duration  and  time  of 
admission  to  courses  in  the  Department  of  Oral  Surgery  see  p.  14.

Although  it  is  expected  to  adhere  to  this  schedule  as  closely  as  possible,  Columbia 
University  reserves  the  right  to  make  such  changes  in  the  courses,  hours,  and  fees 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Practitioners  residing  at  a  distance  from  New  York  who  take  a  five-week  course 
in  operative  dentistry — crown  and  bridge  work  may  also  take  in  conjunction  a 
course  in  periodontia  or  anaesthesia.  Those  taking  an  additional  course  will  be 
required  to  make  up  the  time  consumed  during  other  hours. 

Practitioners  residing  at  a  distance  who  desire  to  take  up  several  subjects  in 
addition  to  operative  dentistry — crown  and  bridgework  should  take  the  extended 
ten-week  course,  as  the  hours  are  arranged  so  as  not  to  conflict  with  the  time 
required  for  any  of  the  other  subjects. 

All  of  the  ten-week  courses  will  be  extended  to  eleven  weeks  in  order  to  allow 
a  recess  of  one  week  during  each  period. 

Course  Bf — Operative  Dentistry — Crown  and  Bridgework.  (Full-time.) 
Includes  Roentgenology — root  canal  technique — cavity  and  abutment  prepara- 
tion— cast  inlay  work — ceramics — fixed  and  removable  bridgework. 

Practical  work  in  the  infirmary  and  laboratories,  lectures,  and  demonstrations. 

5  weeks,  40-45  hours  weekly.    30  points.    Fee  $180. 

Course  Bf  1  will  begin  on  October  8  and  end  on  November  17. 
Course  Bf  2  will  begin  on  February  11  and  end  on  March  16. 
Course  Bf  3  will  begin  on  June  17  and  end  on  July  20. 

9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  daily  (except  Sunday). 

Schedule  for  evening  lectures  will  be  arranged  at  the  beginning  of  each  course. 

Note:  Course  Bf  1  will  be  extended  over  a  period  of  six  weeks  in  order  to  permit  the  members 
of  the  class  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  National  Dental  Association  held  in  New  York  City, 
October  22-27. 

Course  Bp — Operative  Dentistry — Crown  and  Bridgework.  (Part-time.) 
Includes  Roentgenology — root  canal  technique — cavity  and  abutment  prepara- 
tion— cast  inlay  work — ceramics — fixed  and  removable  bridgework. 

Practical  work  in  the  infirmary  and  laboratories,  lectures,  and  demonstrations. 

10  weeks,  20-25  hours  weekly.    30  points.    Fee  $180.

Course  Re — Root  Canal  Technique  and  Roentgenology.    Practical  work 
in  the  infirmary,  lectures,  and  demonstrations.
